RESTRICTIONS ON 


THE SUGAR SALES 


Reports That Americans Cross Into 


Canada and Buy All They 


Want Are Denied. 


WHAT IS ASKED IN CANADA 


Reduction in Consumption to One 


and Half Pounds a Month Or- 


dered by Food Board. 


Reports that the Canadian jrovern- 


ment is placing no restriction on the 
use of sugar and that citizens of this 
country, merely by crossing the bor- 
der, mav purchase in Iar<re amounts, 
are 
emphatically 
denied by 
the 


United States Food Administration. 


The Canada Food Koard recently 


issued a statement Milling for a re- 
duction of Canadian sugar consump- 
tion to one and one-half pounds ;I;T 
person per month—half n pound be- 
low the "honor ration" requested in 
this country by the -United States 
Food Administration. All regulations 
froverniiiir the use or holding of sug- 
ar will be rigidly enforced, the Can- 
ada Food Board has declared. It is 
taking strict 
measures to prevent 


hoarding, in most cases imposing u 
jail sentence as well as a heavy fine. 
Manufacturers arc strictly curtailed 
in their use of sugar and household- 
ers are prohibited from purchasing 
in quantities \vhieh would warrant 
consumption of. more 'than the re- 
quested allowance. 


Citizens of this country would be 


running a 
serious risk if 
they at- 


tempted to purchase sugar in Cana- 
da. 
Although restrictions there are 


placed upon the 
purchaser rather 


Ihnn upon tiic 
retail dealer, severe 


penalties are provided for attempted 
exportation to the 
United 
States 


without an individual export license 
from the Canadian War Trade Board 
which 'will grant export licenses only 
in cases which meet 
with the ap- 


proval of this government. Supple- 
mentary action 
along this line has 


!>een taken by the United States War 
Trade Board, which has prohibited 
importation 
without an 
individual 


mport license. Persons attempting 
to bring sugar fritm Canada to this 
country would be faced with the pos- 
sibility of heavy fines and jail sen- 
tences should they be apprehended 
by, the customs authorities of either 
country. 


In addition to restrictions upon 


Wie manufacturers and 
limitations 


upon household use, the Canadian 
food authorities have ruled that no 
person shall use more than 25 pounds 
if prepared fruit in the manufacture 
of canned fruits for sale. This, of 
course, does not apply to jams, jel- 
lies or marmalade.
